The Sutler’s Store and Its Exorbitant Prices 
to Be Replaced by Co-Operative Estab- 
lishments at All Western Army Posts— 
Advantages of the Canteen—Good News 
for Soldiers. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Nov. 14 — First 
‘Lieut. Daniel H. Boughton of the Third Cav- 
alry, who has been tstationed temporarily at 
Jefferson Barracks forjsome time, has been 
placed upon temporary duty in connection 
with the establishment. of canteens at certain 
military posts west of the Mississippi 
River. Lieut. Boughton will proceed from 
Jefferson Barracks to Fort Keogh, Mont., 
and from there to such other posts as may be 
designated in special instructions to be given 
bim. 

Lieut. Boughton has madea careful study 
of the workings of canteens, and it was on his 
recommendation that a canteen was es- 
tablished at Jefferson Barracks. He was 
instructed to proceed at once with the 
work of starting a canteen at that post, and in 
spite of the fact that it was established but a 
short time ago under his careful personal at- 

tention it has vastly improved the facilities 
or obtaining goods by the recruits, and these 


goods are also sold the men at a much lower 
rate than they could be purchased of the post 
trader, 
IN THE REVELATIONS 

made by the PosT-DISPATCH reiative to the 
treatment of men at Jefferson Barracks many 
allegations were made against the post trader 
charging nim with literally robbing the re- 
c its in some instances. All things which 
Ls indespensable that the recruit should 
have were placed at an enormous price, and 
m some cases the men were restrained from 
purchase elsewhere by the issuing to them 
of what were called sutler's checks 

which gave them sufficient credit et the 
sutler’s store to enable them to buy these 
articles atthe exorbitant price placed upon 
them. The men were tbus placed in a posi- 
tion where they were compelled to either buy 
the goods at the sutler's price or lose the 
amount of credit given them. 
This state of affairs was made 
public by the Post- DISPATCH and the 
unjust treatment of the men was made so 
clear and proved so conclusively, that imme- 
diate action was taken by the authorities 
here. The court of inquiry, then in session at 
Jefferson Barracks, was ordered to report at 
once on the situation of affairs in 
connection with the post trader 8 
store, and their report 80 con- 
firmed the statements of the 
POSsT- DISPATCH that in less than 
one week afterward a canteen was éstablished 
at Jefferson Barracks. 

WHEN THE COURT OF INQUIRY 

discovered the enormous prices charged by 
‘the post-trader, samples of the articles were 

sent on to Washington with the prices at- 
tached. 

A canteen is injfreality a co-operative 
store run by the soldiers. The 
goods in the store are purchased 
and soldtothe men ataslight advance over 
the first cost. This advance is made to pay 
the expenses incident tothe running of the 
canteen, and any surplus after these are paid 
is divided among the companies. Thecanteen 
is a new institution comparatively in the 
United States Army, but the benefits which 
are found to accrue from this system are be- 
coming widely known, and soon every post in 
the United States will be supplied with one 
of them and the post-trader’s occupation 
will be gone. By this method the men 
are enabied to diminish their expenses 
for the purchase of indispensable articles 
one-half and sometimes more, according to 
what kind of a man the post trader had been. 

AT JEFFERSON BARRACKS 
the day after the canteen was established, the 
post trader practically discontinued business, 
as all his customers deserted him and went to 
the canteen to trade in preference to pur- 
chasing anything more from him. 
„ Capt. Frederick H. E. Ebstein, the Recorder 
of the Ceurt of Inquiry, has also ‘been detailed 
onthe same duty as Lieut. Broughton, and 
both officers will undoubtedly ve kept at this 
work untilall, or nearly all of the military 
posts in the United States, have been pro- 
vided with them. 

The benefits which acrue from the establish- 

ment of canteens alloverthe army are incal- 
cublet and scarcely any objection fcan be 
raised to them. The soldiers“ pay consisting 
of $138 per montu, bas frequently been nearly 
eaten up by the purchase of necessary articles 
from the post trader at an enormous price. 
Now the articles can be purchased by him ata 
very slight advance onthe actual costand ali 
the profits will revert to him through his 
company.

Helzhay on the Witness Stand Confesses His 


THE BASE BALL MAGNATES, 


Dead-Lock Over the Association Presidency 
—The League. 


NEw YorK, Nov. 14.—The base ball men re- 
sumed their session at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel at 11:30 o’ciock to-day to consider, 
among other things, contemplated changes 
in the constitution. The Association man- 
agers went into session at 10:80 o lock. It 
was rumored about the hotel corridors that an 
attempt would be made to concentrate on 
W. H. Voltz of Philadelphia, for Chairman. 

It was noon when the Association meeting 
took a recess until this afternoon. Three 
more ballots were taken on the presidential 
question without result. The vote still re- 
mains: St. Louis, Columbus, Louisville and 
Athletics for Phelps of Louisville, against 
Cincinnati, Brooklyn, Baltimore and Kansas 
city for Krauthoff of Kansas City. 

Mr. O’ Neill of St. Louis, in speaking of the 
dead-lock, said that the present President and 
Secretary, Mr. Charles A. Byrne of Brooklyn, 
wanted to run the Association. His position 
gave him too much power, and he was not 
competent to wield it. He was a 
weak man. There is no use deny- 


ing, said Mr. O’Neill,‘‘that Brooklyn and 


Cincinnati are anxious to enter the League. 
As tbe Irishman says, it is better to havea 
Vacant house than a bad paying tenant. If 
Brooklyn and Oincinnati want to go out we 
shall not try to prevent them. But it hardly 
seems fair that they shall vote for a presiding 
officer who will have, if they 142 out, nothing 
to do with their management. 

Mr. O’ Neill said further that all talk about 
there being a combine was arrant nonsense. 
The opposition was ayainst Mr. Krauthoff, be- 
cause he was known to represent Mr. Byrne. 
The Association was simply tired of having 
Brooklyn dominate in its councils. There was 
no question that since Mr. 
assumed control the standard of the 
Association had fallen off. There was some- 
thing wrong aboutthe manner in which the 
umpires are managed. ‘‘I do not wish to 
charge anything personally against Mr. 
Byrne, but a change is necessary to save the 
character of the Association.’’ 

THE LEAGUE MEETING. 

The base ball delegates to the League con- 
vention worked up to such a late hour last 
night that they did not get around to the hotel 
very early this morning. Three or four im- 
portant changesin the constitution were ef- 
fected last night, and when the tonvention 
assembled at noon to-day the consideration 
of the constituéion was resumed. Sec. 35, 
which read: 

„Releases of players from contract or reser- 
vation and future contracts with such players 
shall be regulated and governed by the Na- 
tional agreement of professional base ball 
clubs, and the League legislation made in 
pursuance thereof,“ was amended 80 as to 
read that: ‘‘No player, without the consent 
of the.club with which he is in contract or 
reservation, can negotiate with any other 
club for his services, but if said consent is 
given, said player may negotiate with any 
club for his services and receive money con- 
sideration therefor, which may be accepted 
by the releasing club.’ 

This action does away with the system of 
sales over which there has recently been such 
a cry. 

Sec. 36, which stated that ‘‘a manager or 
player, ‘whose contract has become void 
by reason of his club’s disbanding, with- 
drawing from or losing its membership in 
the League, may engage for the remainder of 
the season with any other club immediately 
after the League secretury’s notice of such 
disbandment, withdrawal or loss of member- 
ship,’’ was out out and anotber section 
inserted which provides that in any 
such withdrawal of a club, the player 
under contract or reservation shall be 
considered as released therefrom, but that 
any negotiation for the service of any plaver 
must be made subject to transfer to any other 
club designated by the League. In sec. 4, 
which states that four umpires must be 
elected by the league, the number was in- 
creased to five. The important subjects 
under consideration to-day are the 
classigcation system andthe matter of per- 
centages between cities. Afterthe work: on 
the constitution has been put through the 

uestion ofthe admission of Brooklyn and 
Cine! innati to the League will most likely be 
brought up for discussion.

WHY IS IT sor 


The creaking of dry joints in the Police 
Department after the revelations of con- 
tinued, open and wholesale violations of 
the lottery laws, practically without po- 
lice interference, isa welcome sound to 
reputable citizens of St. Louis. 

The most startling feature of these rey- 
elations, however, was not the fact that 
the law has been violated constantly, but 
the indifference to and real or pretended 
ignorance of the police authorities with 
regard to the facts. The utter inefficiency 
of the police in dealing with the lottery 
rascals, whatever may be the cause of it, 
is the elemeut in the whole scandal which 
is of most significance to the people. 

The Post-DispaTcH has had occasion 
of late to call attention to many derelic- 
tions of the Police Department, Not 
long ago it published a list of gambling 
dens which were run in defiance of the 
law. Again the police paid little atten- 
tion to the slugging deus until a horrible 
murder and the vigorous comments 
thereon by the Post-Dirspatcnu: forced 


them to activity in the work of suppress- 


ing them. The most outrageous situation 
of all, however, is exposed in the open 
and defiant operations of lottery agents. 

The authorities plead ignorance, the 
difficulty of securing evidence and a host 
of other wretched excuses for their fail- 
ure to enforce the law. But while these 
lame explanations may suffice in some 
cases, they are vain in one case. A dis- 
reputable local sheet has violated the law 
constantly by printing lottery advertise- 
ments and Jottery drawings. The evi- 
dence of the crime has been shoved under 
the noses of the police daily. In the only 


two detectives whese business it was to 
make arrests, gather and give evidence 
in lottery cases, were absent from the 
court and the prosecution fell through. 

Is there any reasonable excuse for such 
a palpable neglect of duty? Is there not 
room for grave suspicion in the circum- 
stances? Why do the police authorities 
have to be spurred to their duty in this 
matter? There is certainly need for a 
creaking of dry. joints in the Police De- 
partment and the strenuous harrying of 
the law-breakers.

France pays less than $5,000,000 a 
year to ocean lines. All the countries re- 
ferred to as maintaining ‘‘heavily sub- 
sidized”’ lines are either maintaining or 
trying to establish and maintain wide- 
spread colonial systems. Yetit remains 
to be shown that their alleged subsidies 
amount to anything more than fair com- 
pensation’ for mail transportation and 
other Government service. 

But, however that may be, the great 
truth remains that only an insignificant 
part of the world’s ocean commerce is 
carried by subsidized lines. The ‘‘ocean 
tramp’’ steamship, confined to no stated 
route, free to follow the ripening harvests 
North and South, or all around the world, 
and to go where the freight is and just 
when it is ready for shipment, brought us 
$158,656,819 worth of imports from the 
countries south of us last year, and took 
back to them only/$52, 792,216 worth of our 
exports. But it is not the fault of the 
ocean tramp that the back load was not 
as big and carried as cheap. It was not 
for lack of cheap transportation that we 
have since the war paid Latin America 
$1,400,000,000 more for her products than 
she has paid for ours. 

The explanation of it is that the ships 
which brought us the imports could not 
get back loads to Latin America without 
going to Europe for them, and carrying 
thither at low rates our wheat, cotton, 
provisions and other products. The 
$1,400,000,000 of clear cash we have paid t ) 
Latin America since the war went 
Europe to buy fer her just such goods as 
we ourselyes buy from Europe in spite 
of transportation charges and our own 
extra tariff charges averaging 47 per 
cent.

THE VOTE IN CONGRESS. 


ST. LOUIS IN THE LEAD AS A CANDIDATE 
FORTHE WORLD’S FAIR. 


* 


The Executive Committee Making a Care- 
ful Canvass of the Country, and Its Re- 
sult—A Most Promising Showing—St. 
Louis Will Lead From the Start—An Im- 
pregnable Position. 


OTH New York and 
Chicago claim a very 
large vote in Con- 
gress for the World’s 
Fair, ana each city 
asserts that it will 
have more than a 
majority on the first 
ballot. In these 
claims, however, 
there has been a 
most noticeable ab- 
sence of accurate 
figuring, round num- 
bers being prevalent, while scarcely an at- 
tempt has been made to specify the State from 
which support is to be derived. When 
the vote is taken, a very different condition of 
affairs will be found to prevail from that 
claimed by. the rivals of St. Louls, and the 
city by the big bridge will loom up in a man- 
ner that, unless ali signs fail, will insure its 
selection. 
THRE CERTAIN CONGRESSIONAL VOTE, 

A member of the Executive Committee has 
made a Careful computation of the strength of 
this oit¥. The support of St. Louis is divided 
into classes, one of votes that will be 
given to this oity on the first 
ballot, and the second including those 
assured to it when one or more of its rivals 
drops out of the race. In the first class are to 
be reckoned 3 out of the 8 votes of Alabama, 
the Arkansas contingent, 5 strong, 1 from Col- 
orado, 6 of the 20 votes from Illinois, 3 of the 
13 votes frqm Indiana, 5 of the 11 Lowa votes, 4 
of the 7 Kansas Congressmen, at least 7 of the 
II Kentucky representativea,the 6 Congress- 
men from Louisiana, the 7 from Mississippi, 
1 votes from Missouri, 1 of the 3 from Ne- 
braska, 1 from Nevada, 6 of the 21 Ohio votes, 
the Congressman from Oregon, 8 of the 10 
Tennessevans, 12 votes from Texas, the entire 
delegation, 4 of the 10 votes from Virginia, 
and 8 of the 9 Wisconsin Congressmen. To 
these are to be added 3 votes from the 
Dakotas. This gives St. Louis 98 assured 
votes on the first ballot, ont ofa total of 830 
divided among four cities, The House of 
Representatives alone is reckoned in this 
computation. No other city can show as 
strong a front as St. Louis and there is little 
doubt that it will take the lead and keep it, 

WHEN WASHINGTON DROPS OUT. 

Favorable asthe situation is as regards the 
first ballot, the prospects are still more en- 
couraging in case one or more of the com- 
petitors drops out. It is generally admitted 
that the candidacy of Washington is not seri- 
ous, and that it will withdraw very shortly 
after the first ballot. This would give St. 
Louis the five remaining votes from 
Alabama, one from Delaware, two 
from Fl rida, at least seven of the ten 
Georgia votes, 3 from Indiana, 2 from Ken- 
tucky, 2 from Maine, (of the 6 Maryland 
votes, 5ofthe 12 from Massachusetts, 7 of the 
9 from North Carolina, 8 ofthe 27 from Penn- 
syivania, 2 additional Tennessee Congress- 
men, the entire delegation of 7from South 
Carolina, 8 more from Virginia and 2 of the 
4 West Virginia votes. This would, in addi- 
tion to the certain vote on the first bal- 
lot, give 154 or only 12 less than a 
majority over all, 166 votes being necagéeary to 
a choice. With Washington out, St. Louis 
would have a lead that would be nearly cer- 
tain to attract the eix Californians, leaving 
but six votes to be gained. The other votes 
will be divided pretty equally between New 
— and Chicago, each being far from a m&- 
ority. 


COLORADO FOR sr. LOUIS. 

An encouraging piece of news come to the 
workers forthe World’s Fair and to the pro- 
moters of the National Silver Convention this 
morning, in the shape ofan Associated Press 
telegram from Denver, saying that the State 
Silver Convention which embiedin that 
city on Tuesday had pases resolutions in- 
dorsing 8t. Louls as the location for the 
World's Fair. As thetelegram states, the 
fact that the people of St. Louis took the 
initiative in this move (silver coinage) has 
worked to its good, in that resolutions were 
adopted to-day favoring that place for the 
World's Fair,’ 

„That this would be done,“ said Col. J. M. 
S. Egan of Georgetown, Colo., as a forer 

one conclusion. I could have told you be- 
ore that it would be done. From the time 
that the Post-DisPaTcu first began to agitate 
the holding of a National Silver Convention 
the tie between this city and Colorado, stron 
before, has been made of the most earnes 
and enduring character.’’ 

IN CASE NEW YORE 

should follow the example of Vasdingten, 
the choice of St. Louis would be assured, as 
at least half of the New York State vote, the 
same proportion of the Pennsylvania delega- 
tion and a number from Ohio would be added 
to the St. Louis contingent. With New York 
out of the roll, the question would be es 
in favor of St. Louis on the next ballot, 
Chicago couldn’t muster 100 votes. With the 
latter city withdrawn the case might 
be somewbat more complicated, as 
this city would lose some  gup- 
port. A careful review of the situation 
will, however, show that the gains would 
exceed the losses, New York would probably 
gain 6 votes from Osalifornia, 1 from Delaware, 
2 from Maryland, 5 from Georgia, 2 from 
Maine, 3 from North Carolina and 8 from 
South Carolina, a total of 22, leaving St. Louis 
with a total of 138. 

St. Louis, on the other hand, would gain at 
least 10 from Illinois, 8 from Indiana, 5 from 
Kansas, 6 from Iowa, 2 from Kentucky, 11 
from Michigan, 5from Minnesota, 3 from Ne- 
braska, 8 from Ohio, 10 from Pennsyl- 
vania,2 from Tennessee and 6from Wisconsin, 
giving thie city a total of 218 votes, or far 
more than a majority. The hostility of New 
York to Chicago would cause the former city 
to throw its influenee in favor of this city, 
should it become evident that New York can- 
not win, while the feeling in the West and 
Southwest that the Worid’s Fair should be 
held in the A Valley is too strong to 
permit New York to gain any appreciative 
strength from the country west of 
the Alleghanies. The managers of the 
St. Louis campaign have carefuily reviewed 
the situation, and are convinced that if the 
ean hold their forees during the first few-bal- 
lots, that success ia assured.

The Color Line Causes a Disagreeable Scene 
in an Olive Street Car. 


There was ascene in an Olive street cable 
car the other evening that wasa disgrace to 
St. Louis or any other civilized community. A 
car going west between the hours of 7and 8 
was crowded with passengers of the usual 
varied assortment seen in sucha public con- 
veyance. The larger portion of 
the passengers were of the male 


eex and the female portion were 
principally working wowen, and there were 
negro women seated in different corners of 
the car. Among the male passengers were 
two men, well-dressed and respectable 
enough looking, but who struck out all points 
in their favor from the minds of the better 
class of passengers by the way they were de- 
filing the car with tobacco juice. They had 
made a disgusting sight of a portion of the car 
floor two feet square. At Jefferson avenue the 
train stopped anda Ye on neat, lady-like look - 
ing mulatto girl got in. She was dressed in 
the most quiet way, and was rather timid in 
her manner, and wouid easily have passed for 
a person used to the best social advantages 
had her skin been but a shade or two fairer. 
No one offered the new passenger a seat. and 
she stood near the car door. At the next 
street one of the two tobacco juice 
spitters got out after bidding his friend a 
somewhat effusive adieu. The mulatto girl 
leaned back to let the outgoin Dg * 
Dass by, hesitated a moment and then went 
forward timidiy and took the vacant seat. The 
other of the two men straightened himself up, 
turned and looked at the gl in the most in- 
suiting way and then got upand walked to the 
end of the car and stood there. A general 
smile went round the car and the three negro 
women had a good laugh, but the mulatto 
girl was evidently much distressed. This 
closed the first act of the comedy. 

At the end of another square a man sitting 
just opposite where the tobacco juice man 
wus standing got out and the latter hur- 
ridiyv took the vacant seat and 
gazed about the car and at the poor girl with 
a satisfied and insulting air. As soon as the 
other occupants ofthe car realized the mag- 
nitude of the insult a frown and murmur of 
suppresed indignation went round the car and 
the mulatto girl turned ashen and the tears 
came into her eyes, though she struggied 
bravely to keep them back. 

A momentary pause followed, and even the 
three negro women were silent, Then a mid- 
die-aged lady arose from her seat on the op- 
posits side of the car,and slgnivcantly as gather- 

ng up her skirts crossed over and the 
seat by the poor girl. Thereupon a 44 — 
sigh ot rellef went round, and the map in the 
case jooked like the whipped cur he was, 
During the whole scene not a word was 
spoken by any one in the car exeeptin the 
beginning two of the negro women exchap “4 
a remark or two. The significance of 
story is obvious.

tary Lesueur received 
affidavits and telegrams 
in such number that bis 
force was thrown con- 
siderably behind in its 
work. To-day It is ex- 
pected the affidavite will 
be carried into his office 
by basketsful, The char- 
ters of all corporations 
not making satisfactory 
affidavits will be revoked. Secretary Lesueur 
says he will give every possible opportunity 
to those desiring to comply with the law to do 
so, but that he will not have afiy temporizing. 

He has consulted the Attorney-General on 
almost every possible point, and thinks be 
understands his ground very thoroughly. 

REJECTED AFFIDAVITS. 

Under the ruling of the Attorney-General 
the Secretary yesterday rejected the affidavits 
filed by the Hopkins- Webber and Meyer Bros. 
Drug Cos., on account of contracts made with 
patent medicine manufacturers, by which the 
selling prices of patent medicine preparations 
are fixed. This will affect all incorporated 
wholesale drug firms. The managers of these 
establishments feel, however, that they will 
come out all right. The patents are 
granted by the United States, and 
hence are by national autbority 
and can not come under State jurisdiction. 
They also rely upon a decision recently made 
by Chief Justice Fuller of the Supreme Court 
to the effect that the fixing of a retail price 
on manufactured goods did not imply that the 
manufacturer was In connection with a pool 
or combine. Mr. Gustave Meyer, speaking of 
the matter, said they bad notified their corre - 
spondents that they would sign no more re- 
bates on vatent medicines or goods sold in 
like manner, and manufacturers selling to 
them would have to trust to them for the 
proper disposal of their goods. 

CRIMINAL PROCEEDINGS THREATENED. 

Another matter has also come before 
Secretary Lesueur, on which he peaks 
very emphatically. This is on the claim 
ot the officers of corporations that have gone 
into national trusts that the companies are 
not involved, the stockholders simply having 
formed the alliance. This is hardly mpat- 
ible, however, with the admission that the 
Boards of Directors now have no work to do 
and do not hold their regular meetings. The 
corporations then claim that if their charters 
are revoked it will only be — 2 ior them 
to incorporateunder the laws of [llinois or 
some other State and proceed with their bus- 
ness. To this the Secretary resnonds that all 
he will have to do then is 
to notify the Attorney-General, which 
official will institute criminal proceedings. 

CRIMINAL PROSECUTIONS.: 

The act of the last Legislature providing for 
the punishment of pools, trusts and con- 
spiracies fixes a minimum fine o ne per 
cent. and a maximum fine of twenty per cent. 
of the capital stock of any corporation, com- 
pany or association entering into a 
pool or trust, and a fine of 
from $500 to $5,000 on — officer of a conipany 
convicted of entering his company into a pool 
or trust. The law poses upon the Prose- 
cuting Attorneys and the Attorney-General 
the duty of enforcing these provisions. 

It has been understood that Cireuit Attorney 
Ashley Clover, upon whom the — devolves 
in St. Louis, has intended to offer to the 
Grand-jury, now sitting, levidenee of the ex- 
istence of pools and trusts in St. Louis in vio- 
lation of this law. 

Mr. Clover said this morning: I had hada 
few witnesses summoned, with the intention 
to go into this matter of trusts before the 
Grand-jury, but I have decided to wait until I 
hear from the Secretary of State.

MONTANA’S ADMISSION. 


THE ACT OF CONGRESS RELATING TO THE 
PRESIDENT’S PROCLAMATION. 


Private Secretary Halford Explains That 
the President Did Not Use Undue Haste— 
German Butehers Importing American 
‘Oxen on the Hoof— Mr. Harrison Duck 
Hunting—Washingtorn News.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 14.—Being asked 
what the President bad to say in regard to the 
charge that he had used undue baste in issu- 
ing the proclamation admitting Montana into 
the Union asa State, Secretary Halford re- 
ferred to sec. 8 of the act of February 22, 
which reads as follows: 

At the elections provided for in this section 
the qualified voters of said proposed States 
shall vote directly for or against the proposed 
eonstitution and for or against any arti- 
cles Or propositions separately sub- 
mitted. The returns of said elections 


shall be made to the Secretary of 
each of said Territories, who, with the Gov- 
ernor and Chief Justice thereof, or any two of 
them, shall canvass the same, and if a major- 
of the : gal votes cast shall be for the Con- 
; itation, the Governor shall certify the result 
to the i hekeons of the United states, together 
with a statement of the votes cast thereon 
and upon separate articles of propositions, 
and a copy of said Constitution, articies, 
propositions and ordinances. And it the con- 
titutions and governments of said proposed 
tes are republican in form, and if all the 
provisions in this act have been complied 
with in the formation thereof, it shail 
be the duty of the President of the 
— States to issue his proclamation 
nouncing the result of the election 
in each, and thereupon the proposed States 
which have adopted constitutionsand formed 
State Governments, as herein provided, shall 
be deemed admitted by Congresa into the 
Union under and by virtue of this act on an 
ual footing of the original States from and 
att ter date of said proclamation.’’ 

It is clear that according to the words of 
the act, said Mr. Halford, there should be 
no unnecessary delay in issuing the proelama- 
tion. A8 a matter of fact the President did 
delay the proclamation about a week longer 
than seemed to be absolutely necessary. He 
employed the time to obtain from Montana 
some additional papers which he thought 
‘Ought to be in hand in order to 
make very certain that all the proper preli m- 
_inaries had been fully complied with. The 


resident’s critics say thatif he could wait 


one week he might have waited two or three | 


weeks more and given the old Terri- 
torial courts an opportunity to settle the 
election contests before declaring Montana 
a State. It might be argued with just as good 
reason that the President might have 
Colayed several years. The President had no 
right to delay action on account of election 
contests any more than the Governor of a 
State would . — a right. to withhold the cer- 
tilleate of a member of Congress because his 
election was contestea.’’

Miss Lawson isan Ohio woman. She mod- 

lied ticures in clay in her play hours instead 

t making mud pies like other children. She 
entered the Cincinnati Art School with the 
clearly defined purpose of bending all her 
efforts in the direction of sculpture; 
studied in New York and Boston, and then 
she went to Paris and became a pupil of Rho- 
din. From Paris she went to Italy, and in 
Rome and the Etruscan city, Perugia, she 
studied and worked three years. Then she 
returned to America and for a year and a half, 
or thereabouts, her studio, with its warm 
colored Roman hangings, bas been the resort 
of artists and connoisseurs. 

The sculptor herself is a piquant figure of a 
woman, standing just five feethigh. Her face 
is strongly and clearly, indeed, nobly mod- 
elled, but made gracefully feminine by curly 
brown hair. Like Rosa Bonheur she finds the 
feminine burden of skirts an incumbrance 
about her daily occupations, and wears, when 
climbing about a life-size statue, a fencing 
costume of biouse, long stockings, Knee 


trousers and short skirt, not quite reaching |

Sculpture is somewhat arduous work fora 

woman, but Miss Lawson sets up the iron for 

the clay figure and trusts less of the marble 


work to mechanics than is usual, doing in 


some cases most even of the rougher work, 
the pointing out of her statues. She works 
from life always, and finds good models very 
hard to procure. 

Her method of finishing flesh is decidedly 
original. Instead of the smooth polish given 
to the surface by so many Italian workers in 
marble, Miss Lawson uses a rasp, which gives 
a life-like texture not unlike theskin. Her 
knowledge of-the proportions of the humad 


figure is excellent, and her study of anatomy, 
as shown in the poise and vigor of her figures 
and the workings of the muscles thorough. 
Her work is clean and straightforward without 
side issues or meretricious tricks of drapery 
to distract attention from the figures. 

The ‘‘Rnodian Boy, which was shown at 
Tiffany's a year or two ago, is an excellent 
example of her delicacy of conception and 
artistic workmanship. It excited much at- 
The slim, boy- 
ish figure is that of a swallow lad“ of the 
City of Roses in the days of its splendor 2,000 
years ago, when Rhodes was the gayest capi- 
tal of the world, and the Rhodian har- 
vest festival a revel not unlike the Carnival 
of Rome. It was celebrated by gangs of frolic- 
some boys, who wentfrom one rich boy,s 
house to another, singing songs, bearing fes- 
toons of roses, the embiem ofthe isiand, and 
carrying swallows, whose twittering they 
mimicked,and in whose name they demanded 
bread and wine, fruit and wheat, just as New 
York and Brooklyn amins blowing 
horns and wearing masks and fantas- 
tic clothes go about in begging bands 
on Thanksgiving day.

| ANOTHER NEW GAS BILL, 


WHICH WILL BF INTRODUCED IN THE 
MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY. 


It Will Probably Be Presented: To-Morrow 
Night—Its Backers Propose to Build 
Works and sell Them to the City at the 
Estimated Cost—Charges That the La- 
clede Company Are Back of It, 


It is reported that a new gas bill is to be in- 
troduced into the Municipal Assembly to- 
morrow night. While it is pretty cer- 
tain that the report is true the parties 
handling the measure have kept it 80 
quiet that nobody appears to know who 
has the bill. As the story goes the bill is to be 
apparently a most liberal one. It is to be an- 
other proposition to build gas works which 
the city is to have the option of buying. In- 
stead of having Mr. Flad, President, ot the 
Board of Public Improvements, superintend 
only part of the works, as was 
provided in the bill drawn up by Mr. Estes, 
which was tabled in the Council after it had 
passed the House, the new bil! gives him the 
supervision of the construction of the entire 
plant and the city can purchase it at the eud 
of thirty years’ time at cost price. The cost 
price will be much less, it is guaranteed, than 
the price asked in the Estes bill for 

THEIR PLANT. 
They demanded $4,500,000 for their plant if the 
city desired to purchase it at the end of thirty 
years’ time, and up to that time they were 
to receive interest at the wate of 8 per 
cent per annum on 4,800, 000 for 
the use of the works, as the city was to be 
given sole control ofthe plant and to operate 
it as it saw tit. The new bill also contem- 
plates permitting the city to operate the plant, 
it is said, and will demand interest only 
on the amount actually expended on the 
eonstruction of the plant. Thusthe city will 


not only be able to purchase the works ata 
much less cost than they could under the pro- 
visions of the Estes bill, but they 
will not be reguired to pa intérest 
on so large a sum, President Flad 
in his estimates of the cost of constructing 
such a plant as called for in the Estes’ bill, 

sald it could be built for 32,000, 000 
nad that therefore 
asked to pay 
works thanthey were worth. These figures 
were made after the bill had passed the House 
of Delegates without opposition and was 
pending inthe Council. 8. M. Dodd, in argu- 
ing against i offered ive the city 
$250,000 for ‘ ‘he méeasute 
wus tabled in the Council and still slumbers 
there, nor is it apt to be awakened. It is prac- 
ticaliy dead and nothing shortof an électric 
battery shock can resuscitate it, although it 
is said there is to bean effort made to have it 
reconsidered. 

Mr. Estes giaims that the Laciede Gas- Light 
Co. is really back of the new bill to be intro- 
duced and are bringing it up to kill forever 
his measure. 

„A I understand it,’’ he remarked, they 
are to comply with allot Mr. Flad’s ‘sugges- 
tions and build all sections of the plant under 
his immediate supervision. We were onlv to 
build part of our plant under his supervision,

All the 
work ia to be let by contract, bids being adver- 
tised for. When men invest a few million 
dollars they want some return on their 
money. We proposed to get some on ours on 
the profit in constructing the works, but these 
men will do all this for nothing. You can rest 
assured the works will never be built if they 
secure their bill.“ 
DELBGATE B. F. STONE, 
who ‘introduced the bill drawy up by Mr. 
Estes and worked for its passage ‘says he still 
favors the measure and will eadeavor to revive 
It. Even it the men did make some money 
out of the plant, said Mr, Stone, 
„the bill was a benefit to the 
city. St. Louis pays gas bills amounting to

A QUEER SENSATION. 


DIFFICULTY OVER A FRANCHISE USED BY 
THE BRIDGE COMPANY. 


The People of East St. Louis Want a Low 
Tariff for Transportation Across. the 
River—The Merchants Claim Protectien 
—The Wires for the New Electric Road 
on the Bridge Strung To- Day. 


HIS morning the wires 

for the new electric road 

on the big bridge were 

being strung, and those 

who sawthe work con- 

cluded that it indicated 

the early operation of the 
road. As great interest 

is being manifested in the 

starting of the road, both 
on this side of the river and in East St. Louis, 
a POST-DISPATCH reporter called at the bridge 
company’s office .to ascertain the exact 
time when the transportation by elec- 
tricity between the two cities would be 
begun. It was learned that the time for 
starting the road was indefinite, but the cause 
of delay is different from what is generally 
supposed. The road could be made ready in 
a very short time were it not for the fact that 
some difficulty is being experienced by the 
Bridge Company in securing lumber for the 
bridge roadway reconstruction. The poles for 
the electric road have been up for some time, 
a great deal of the track laid, and the 
cars are now in East St. Louis. 
As soon as the reconstruction 
of the bridge roadway is completed the 
electric line will be started. This will prob- 
ably be by Christmas Day. The cars will be 


“7 fine and comfortable and will be lit 
with electricity. They will also be heated 
in cold weather. Such a change as they will 
afford from the cold, and jolting bus is 
naturally anticipated with pleasure by those 
who do any traveling between the two cities. 


STRANGE COMPLICATIONS. 

“The building of the electric line by the 
Bridge company and the efforts of the com- 
Dany to secure a franchise from the East St. 
Louis City Council to run the road clear out to 
the stock yards has brought out an opposition 
which is, to say the least, interesting. Be- 
sides the Bridge company, several other 
corporations have the 
East St. Louis Connell tor 
a franchise to an electric 
linefrom thefjeast end of the bridge approach 
to the stockyards. The bridge company seems 
to be much favored by the East St. Louisans, 
because they believe thatif the road were 
built by that company it certainly would be 
operated ina satisfactory manner. There is 
only one difficulty and that isthe uncertainty 
as to what fare will be established. The 
merchante are afraid that the bridge 
company will not charge enough, and for 
that reason they are opposed to granting the 
company a franchise until it is positively an- 
nounced what the charges for transportation 
willbe. A fear that the Bridge company may 
charge too small a “fare may seem 
incredible to some, but it is nevertheless, a 
fact that it is just such a fear which is now 
causing Bast St. Louis merchants to fight the 

ranting ofa franchise. The people of East

ARCHDUKE JOHN OF AUSTRIA FOLLOWS 
PETER THE GREAT’S EXAMPLE

He Leaves the Imperial Court and Enters a 
Ship Yard in England—The Career of a 
Royal Firebrand—His Name [Stricken 
From the Official Genealogy—A Remark. 
able Case. 


PRAGUE, Nov. 14.—The Journal Bohemia an- 
nounces that Emperor Francis Joseph has 
decided to omit the name of Archduke John 
from the next official genealogy, 


Will Become a Ship-Builder. 


BERLIN, Nov. 14.—The Tageblatt says that 
Emperor Francis Joseph has permitted Arch- 
duke Jobn of Austria to assume the name of 
Johann Orth. The ex-Archduke, the paper 
says, will enter a ship-building yard in Lon- 
don. ; 


Archduke John of Austria has done the 
wonderful thing of giving up titles and their 
emoluments to work for his living. He has 
been for years a discontented man as a member 
of the Austrian imperial court and has been 


regarded as something very like an Anarchist 

by his family. He was an intimate friend of 
the late Crown Prince Rudolph, who protected 
him in some measuae from official displeasure. 
His first appearance as a firebrand was some 
years ago when he was a young man serving 
In the Austrian army near the ssian fron- 
tier. He wrote an article forsome publication 
on bronze cahnon, in e course of which 
he referred contemptuously to the Prussians 
and said a number of indiscreet things. Be- 
ing the cousin ofthe Emperor his article at- 
tracted a great deal of attention, and was the 
subject of mu diplomatic correspondence. 
He was relieved from bis command and sent 
to command a mountain regiment. He served 
well and faithfally and received honors in due 
course as became an archduke. 

He was always radical, however, and sald 
many things that were disagreeable to the 
rulers by divine right. In 1878 he wrote an 
article on ‘*Driil or Discipline,’’ Ciscussing 
the advantages of continual drill, or a system 
of education that included something more 
than drill in making soldiers. , His conclusion 
was that the best soldiers would be made 
bythe method of education which he pre- 
sented under the name discipline. is 
article was peculiarly offensive to the Fieid 
Marshal Archduke Albert, who eonceived a 
stroug dislike for the author. The Fieid Mar- 
shal’s ideas were those the 
other army beads, and 
duke John found  himeelf disgraced. 
Subsequently a brochure containing an 
attack on the Field Marshal made its appear- 
ance anonymously. Its authorshi was 
ascribed to John, and whether he,wrote it or 
no the burden of it has since been upon h 
shoulders. 

More recently John incurred displeasure 
by actively aiding Prince Ferdinand 
of Coburg in his candidature for the 
Bulgarian throne. He made many journeys 
and entered into alliances with members of 
foreign courts to help Ferdinand, The Em- 
peror disapproved of his course and on tne

AN OFFICIAL WHO PERMITS CRIMINALS TO 
WALK OUT OF COURT UNPUNISHED. 


Why the Law-Breakers Laugh at the Courts 
and Commit Crimes in the Face of the 
Authorities—The Plea of „Wait a Lit- 
tle’’ Growing Stale te the Public Ear— 
No Attempt Yet Made te Break Up Lot- 
tery in St. Louis—Somnolent Officials 
Still Negligent of Duty—Meeting of the 
Police Board This Atternoon— The Warn- 
ing of Local History.

suppress lottery or 
cheak the offenders who 
boldly advertise the 
schemes. There is a 
mystery at the Four 
Courts.

Bfiagrant offender against the lottery law in 


the State of Missouri to-day is the companion 
of Mayor Noonan in a box at the Grand Opera- 
house one evening, and a visitor to the pri- 
vate office of Chief of Police Huebler during 
the day. Suffering such intimacy is a mistake 
on the part of public officials. It is only a few 
years since the representatives of this same 
gambling aad lottery ring from jail cells into 
which they were thrown by the force of pub- 
lic opinion dictated to the authorities at Jet- 
ferson City and secured pardons issued in 
such disorderly haste that the very letter ot 
the law was violated and pardons tssued with- 
out the certificate of the payment of costs.

How Is This Mr. Claiborne? 


On an examination of the officiat records of 
the Court of Criminal Correction, kept in the 
office of the Clerk at the Four Courts, a 
**queer’’ case comes to light. 

Six cases against defendants for selling lot- 


tery tickets have been summarily disposed of 
as shown by these records. The cases have 
been entered in due form as docketed for trial 
April 6, 1888. But the record does not show 
any disposition of these cases whatever. 
They have not been nolle prosequied, They 
have not been continued generally. They 
have not been tried and dismissed. The de- 
fendents were found, each summons and war- 
rant being returned in dueform. What had 
become of these cases? * 

Chief Clerk Wm. Fitzgerald obligingly 
cleared away the mystery. His attention was 
called to the defective record, Mr. Fitz- 
gerald then made a clean and clear statement 
of the whole matter. Audthisis how the 
matter now stands, 

On April 6, Detectives Moberly and Kelly 
were subpenaed to the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection to prosecute cases against some 
twenty-five defendants charged with selling 
lottery tickets. From time to timeand in 
divers ways these twenty-five cases dwindled 
down toa paltry eight, the others being dis- 
posed of in various ways. The remain- 
ing eight cases were against Monroe Cravens, 
Charles Henry, Peter Green, Curtis Parker, 
Wm. Rothschild, Barney Russell and Louis 
Lohrman, and charged these men with a vio 
lation of the law in having sold policy tickets 
on March 8, 1888. 

A number of continuances had been se- 
cured, hese are shown on the records of 
each action.

Attorney Bob Goode, who represented the 
defendants and made to him a proposition. 
He wanted to ‘‘expedite’’ the disposition of 
the cases he sald and wanted Goode to let one 
of them go to jury trial. Whatever the ver- 
dict should be in that case should be entered 
pro forma“ in the cases against the others 
for the same offense. 

Goode refused to consider the proposition, 
but put Monroe Cravens on trial a few days 
later. The jury selected found the defendant 
not guilty and Judge Noonan discharged him. 

Then it was Goode’s turn to effect a com- 
promise. He went to the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney and agreed that whatever disposition 
should be made of the next case put on should 
decide the other six. 

The case against Oharles Henry was then 

ut before a jury. Much to Goode’sa surprise 

he defendant on February 2 was found gullty 
as charged and fined $10 and costs. 

Then is when* Goode went back on his 
promise. The Prosecuting Attorney bad given 
instructions inthe cierk’s office that the ver- 
dict returned in the Henry case be entered 
in the cases against Green, Block, Parker, 
Rothschild, Russell and Lohrman. But Goode 
oDjected and filed a petition before the court, 
which moved that action be taken to restrain 
the Prosecuting Attorney from entering the 
fines as above stated, saying that the agree- 
ment mentioned had been made by hiin with- 
out the consent of his client. The law holds 
that no attorney can compromise an action in 
any way withont the permission of his 
client. Goode pushed his point and offered 
to bring affidavits from the six lottery men 
refuting the agreement. The fines were not 
entered. 

The Prosecuting Attorney then wrapped the 
seven causes together, fastened them with a 
rubber band and gave them to Chief Clerk 
Fitzgerald. He told Mr. Fitzgerald not to 
place those cases the docket until he 
had further orders from him. And that is 
when they were pigeon-hboled. This was in 
March last and the warrants have lain in their 
dusty retreat ever since until resurrected by 
a reporter of the Posr- DISPATCH. 

And the funny part of the whole affair is 
why the Prosecuting Attorney did not nollie 
pros or continue generally these cases as was 
his usual custom instead of putting them away 
to re-appear as indisputable evidence of offi- 
cial neglect, 

Detective Moberly remembers the circnum- 
stances connected with the disposition of 
these cases. He says they were continued for 
almost a year by consent of the Prosecuting 
Attorney, and then they disappeared. Mr. 
Moberly does not know where they went. 
He says he supposed they had been 
nolle prossed, as he and his witnesses 
never received any summons from the 
court to appear after February 25. He was in 
courton March 7, waiting for the cases to 
come up but they were not called. Mr.Mober- 
ly says he never in hie life dropped a case 
without disposition. Also he never asked nor 
authorized Prosecuting Attorney Claiborne to 
take such an action. Had he known the cir- 
cumstances he would have insisted upon 
some official disposition.

There 
was consternation in the company. How 
were they to go on and sing without 
costumes and scenery. The chorus- 
girls looked at their pretty tights and 
and the lady fencers, whose properties are 
their own, flourished their sabers and swore 
no beartiess constable should place his unre- 
lenting grip on anything oftheirs. The officer 
yielded when heeaw their rapiers gleaming 
and they were the only ones who escaped. 

The constable had instructions, bowever, to 
permit the performance to go on, so he placed 
a watchbman in charge and the singers donned 
their pretty costumes, the supes rolled the 
scenery into position and the performance 
began.

New Substitute Pian. 


There is anew plan now before the Teach- 
ers’ Committee in regard to the sending out 
of substitutes which is occasioning a good 
deal of discussion among the teachers. The 


plan provides forthe assignment of Normal 
graduates to the schools having 
twelve or eighteen rooms. Their 
term of service will be a half-year 
and they shall have a programme of work 
similar to that performed by the regularly 
appointed teacher. They shall not have less 
than three classes a day and the classes shall 
belong to at least two different grades. The 
remainder of the time shall be devoted to cler- 
ical work and correction of exercises, 
and such other work as the principal 
shall deem evened | or advantageous. 
When a regular teacher is absent, the substi- 
tute shall take charge of the class until the 
permanent teacher’s return. The advantages 
claimed for such asystem are that it would 
save time, as there would not be any wait un- 
til the substitute arrived from the office; labor, 
for the reason that the regular substitute 
would know exactly what to do and the chil- 
dren recognizing her as a regular teacher 
would obey and go on with their work without 
any friction. 

Some of the principals do not favor the 
scheme. They think that the best teachers 
are made by giving the novice a varied ex- 
perience. It isa notable fact they claim that 
members of the Normal School ciasa of the 
last year who were obliged to do substitute 
work in the schools in addition to pursu- 
ing thelr regular course were more 
in demand by the i principals than 
any class ever turned out. The reason 
given is that wage & substitute went to a 
school and taught fora day or half a day, on 
her return she discussed her work with the 
Normal teachers and had it criticized. She 
profited by the criticism and the next school 
she went to she was able to do much better. 
The permanent substitute plan they claim is 
not the way to make good teachers.

SECRET SOCIETIES. 


The Action of the Catholic, Congress Gener- 
ally Approved, 
By Telegraph to the Post-DisPatcu. 

NEW York, Nov. l4.—The announcement 
made on Tuesday that the Baltimore Catholic 
Congress proposed securing the removal of 
the ban of that church from secret societies 
attracted wide attention among those most 
interested in the development of these bodies. 

**lT earnestly hope, sala James Terwilger, 
Grand Secretary of the Order of Odd Fellows, 
„that the Oatholic Church of America will 


societieos. I happen to know that there are 
many young men brought up in that church 
wno approve of the principles and purposes of 
Odd Fellowship, but they cannot join us 
as they would Iike to. At present I do not 
suppose there is more than one Catholic in 
every hundred members of our order. A 
Catholic now must abjure either his creed or 
the society, and it is always the latter which 
goes tothe wall, To be an Odd Fellow one 
must declare his belief in a Supreme Being 
and prove himself to be un honest, law-abid- 
ing’ citizen. One of the objections of tne 
church to all secret organiZations is that they 
are apt to come between the chureh and its 
children, but this is a false view, as will ve 
found if the ban is iifted. As an American 1 
hope the church in this country will take the 
contemplated step, though Odd Fellowship 
can flourish without it.’’ 

‘*Isee thatthe ban 1s, to continue against 
Masonry,’’ said Grand Secretary Edward M. 
Ehiers, ‘‘thereforeI do not believe the Cath- 
olle Church will ever recogulze secret socie- 
ties. To ignore Masonry while approving of 
other organizations would be inconsistent, 
and the church cannot afford to do that. Our 
order does not touch upon religion, creed or 
a wee A candidate must believe in an ever 

iving God. Thereisno religion or politics, 
but every man must believe ina supreme be- 
ing. Ifthe ban is lifted, I predict tuat it will 
be of great benefit to us as a body, for then 
Catbolics could join without hesitation, and I 
feel sure they would be better churchmen. If 
the congress of Baltimore succeeds in this it 
will be hailed asa sign of progress and beip 
the church greatly.’ 

Among the Kniguts of Labor there was a 
feeling of gladness at the announcement, for 
the opposition of the Catholic Chureh has been 
an obstacie in thelr progress. Though the 
leaders who were seen did not wish to be 
quoted, they were unanimous in saying that 
the Baltimore Congress could notdoa more 
sensible or popular act than this lifting of the 
ban. It was tald that many priests were al- 
ready in favor ofthe Knights of Labor, and it 
was claimed thatthis move grew out of the 
enormous number of Catholic knights already 
enrolled. It was evident that the proposed 
removal of the ban was hailed with delivht as 
the one thing necessary for the full success of 
the order.

The expert who win 
have the task of passing upon the merits of 
the various plans will probably be Prof. Ware 
of Columbia College. 

The St. Louis Architects’ Club has taken a 
great deal of interest in the matter 
and has asked to be noti- 
fled of the day upon which 
the expert will arrive, as there is a plan afoot 
to give him a taste of St. Louis hospitality. 
The club also wishes to give a public exhibi- 
tion of all the plans at the small hall at the 
Exposition or some other suitable place. 

It is the opinion of the commission that 


there will be a variety of design and a stand- 
ard of excellence which will make t 
matter of selection very difficult. The box 
of plans from Paris is still in 
the Custom-house.

The promoters of the National Silver Con- 
vention are awaiting with a great deal of in- 
terest the conclusion of the Colorado State 
Silver Convention, which assembled at Den- 
ver on Tuesday, and which yesterday passed 
resolutions indorsing st. Louis“ for the 
World's Fair. The convention was called for 
the purpose of selecting delegates, for ap- 


pointment by the Governor, to the National 
Silver Convention, to convene here on the 
26th. It is described as the most earnest gath- 
ering that has been held in Colorado for years, 
having brought together Republicans, Dem 
ocrats, Probibitionists and. Independents, all 
in the interest of one cause. It was feared that 
it would result in a political factional quarrel, 
but in the earnestness of the delegates, who 
came from ali over the State, that hus hap- 
pily been prevented. At its session yesterday 
the convention also adopted resolutions 
memoriaiizing Congress to provide for at least 
$4,000,000 of silver per month.

IMPORTANT SUGGESTIONS. 

Chairman James Campbell of the Executive 
Committee this morning received a letter 
from Congressman R. S. Post of Galesburg, 
III., saying he feared he would not be able to 
attend the convention, and adding: 

For the consideration of the convention I 
make the following suggestions: 

1. That the United States mints be author- 
ized to receive gold or silver bullioa, the 
productof mines in the United States, and to 
issue a receipt for the value of the sume ac- 
cording to the amount of gold or silver dol- 
lars into which the builion can be coined, 

“2. That the Secretary of the Treasury be au- 
thorized to make the necessary rexulations 
for ascertaining whether the bullion is the 
product of American mines. 

‘*3. That the Secretary of the Treasury be 
authorized to redeem the Mint certificates by 
issuing gold and silver certificates of the 
usual denominations. 

‘*4. This would put it out of the power of 
Europe to fix the price and depreciate the 
value of this important product. The price 
would then ve fixed by the United States coin- 
age laws: If other countries want our silver 
they will pay the price; if they do not want it, 
we do, and we want it in cireulation in the 
form of silver certificates,’

An Interview With Edward Atkinson 

What Is to Come of the Speculation in 

Southern Lands?—The Iron Industry—Six 

Big Brokers Unite in Recommending an 
Investment.

EW YORK, Nov. 2.— 

Public attention has 

been directed to the 

farm mortgage loaning 

business very sharply. 

And very properly so. 

For more than a dozen 

. years funds have been 

flowing to the West for 

pinvestment in farm 

mortgages, and to-day 

hundreds of millions of 

| — dollars, the surplus ac- 

ulation of individuals and institutions, 

tled up in mortgages upon farms in Michi- 

gan, Illinois, Nebraska, Missouri, Kansas and 

other States, notably in the South. At first 

the loans were placed by local bankers or 

real estate agents, but out of the growth 

of the business developed the numer- 

ous farm mortgage loaning com- 

panies. The relatively high rates of 

interpst offered and average prosperity of our 

Western and to a less extent Southern popu- 

lation, together in most instances with care- 

ful placing of the loans, rendered this form of 

investment quite popular, and its growth has 
been enormous. 

Twenty companies alone, with a total cap- 
ital of about $8,250,000, have placed more than 
$85,000,000 and these form but a portion of the 
regularly organized channels of investment of 
this class. 

The recent publication of the inability of 
one of these companies to pay ‘‘a back inter- 
est indebtedness of $225,000, on guaranteed 
loans, created a good deal of uneasiness and 
caused sharp comment. This was followed 
by an announcement that some loan company 
or companies had placed money on Kansas 
farms in the days of pre-emption, dating the 
mortgage prior to ‘‘final proof,’’ and that 
under late decisions were likely to lose ‘‘mil- 
lions of dollars.’’ 

Then came the virtual attack of the New 
York State Superintendent of Banking upon 
Western farm mortgages as investments for 
State banks. 

To thinking, conservative people the ques- 
tion arises, isthere anything unsound in this 
business, as conducted generally? > 

They recall two orthree unfavorable seasons 
for Kansas farmers of late, and are interested 
further. 

Within two weeks the editor of a prominent 
newspaper which circulates widely in New 
England and in the South and West. wrote to 
me for a summary of the reasons for believ- 
ing that farm mortgages are a good general 
investment, His letter evinced that many of 
his readers were anxious. 

There is no doubt that some of the larger 
and stronger companies’ guarantees are safe 
ones, but from personal investigution there is 
reason to believe that by some concerns, In 
their anxiety to put out funds, to get busi- 
ness, the work has beer overdone. 

But it is immensely important that no vio- 
lent collapse take place even among the 
smaller or weaker concerns, forthe effect on 
the public mind would react upon the busi- 
ness as a whole. 

Among well Known men Mr. Edward At- 

son has given as much attention to this 
subject as perhaps anyone not directly en- 
gaged in it. 

So I asked him what he thought of the prob- 
ability of weak spots. 

He replied that ‘‘the success of the mort- 

age companies loaning money on Western 

arms down to the date when I made an 

analysis of the condition of several leading 
comipanies was such as to make it certain 
that wildcat companies of the same kind 
would ve organized. 

And how do you regard the existing situa- 
tion?“ 

The natural course has been followed. The 
wildcat company forcing money upon farmers 
which has not been sought by them has led 
to the disaster which might naturally have 
been expected. These disasters are like all 
crises in any line of business; a 8 
of the unfit, a test of the strength of those 
which are fit to survive, and when that test 
has been applied the sound, sagacious and 
prudently managed farm mortgage companies 
will go on after their customary man nor. 

Here Mr. Atkinson evidentiy believed it 
well to make plain the utilitarian side of that 
to which the existence of the wildcat com- 
panies points, for he adeed: 

If Lhave rightly observed the course of 
commercial'crises they have been what I be- 
lieve Bawebot defined them, ‘Processes of 
cure clearing the way for sounder ‘methods of 
management.’ ’’ 

As to the outlook?“ 

„The wild speculation in Eastern lands led 
long ago to one great panic; wild speculation 
in Western lunds led to another. We shall be 
fortunate if a wild speculation in Southern 
lands doer not need up to another. The wild- 
cat mortgage companies which arenow in 
difficulty, have led to wildcat undertakings 


‘on the part of those whom they have misled. 


Their bankruptcy or receivership will be but 
a suitable conciusion to their bad methods, 
clearing away rubbish.’’

The National Pig Iron Storage Association 

has finally had its warrants listed on the Ex- 
change at New York and ‘‘speculation’’ in pig 
iron, as fn wheat, corn, Oats, por, lard, cot- 
ton, tin, lead, petroleum and coffee is, now 
rendered possible. 
‘ Thereisasentiment among a large number 
of the so-called conservative iron dealers op- 
posed to this move and great interest is ex- 
cited throughout thé trade as to the outcome. 
Not a little fun bas been poked at the associa- 
tion becuuse, as alleged, if has only about ten 
thousand tons of iron in store at two or three 
points throughout the country, such an insig- 
nificant quantity being utterly inadequate. 

I nad had the impression in a talk some 
months ago with Mr. William Libbey, promi- 
nent in the association, a former partner of 
the tate A. T. Stewart and one of New York’s 
oldest and most respected merchants, that it 
was not the purpose of the association to 
have the warrants listed. But on asking him 
again I find that such impression was errone- 
ous. The question then followed naturally: 

„Wat are your reasons for believing a 
speculative business may be built up in exist- 
ing stocks in yards, said to be smail?’’ 

Mr. Libbey replied that ‘‘the original inten- 
tion wasto defer putting warrants on ex- 
change boards until quitealarge number of 
warrants were in existence, but it became ap- 
parent that the inquiring for warrants would 
assist in getting them. Therefore the machin- 
ery has been put into shape and the result has 
been to increase sales of lron tor future de- 
livery by warrants. In fact the demand for 
these warrants is very largely in excess of the 
supply, so muchs that they are and have 
been readily salable at fully 60 cents per ton 
above the market price for iron on cars at the 
same point.’’ 

From another source it is learned that the 
association expect soon to have seventeen 
storage yards fully 1 and some 50,000 
tons in stock. be yards are scattered 
throughout New York, Pennsylvania, Obio, 
Tennessee and Alabama. 

Mr. James Bowron, Secretary and Treasurer 
ofthe Tennessee Cast Iron Co,, is an oppo- 
nent of speculation of this kind in iron for he 
says in replv to a question:

The 
month of November will witness heavy pay- 
ments of interestand dividends which must 
in most instances be reinvested and thereare 
hundreds of modest investors, particularly at 
interior points, who do not know howto get 
the right kind of informagion on securities or 
how to recognize it when given them. 

The an which I devised is neither en- 
tirely original nor startling. Such merits as 
it may have speak for themselves. 

I sent a letter to six of the prominent houses 
in Wall street, firms known to make a 
speciality of dealing in bonds, which read as 
follows: 

‘*Will you favor me by jotting down on the 
margin herethe names of such as vou may 
regard as among the more desirable railway 
bonds for investment, and returning by 
bearers,’’ eto. 

Ido not think any of the firms would object 
to seeing its name in print. The requests 
were sent to Henry Clews, Moore & Schley, 
Spencer Trask & Co., W. B. Wheeler & Co., 
John H. Davis & Co. and Watson & Gibson. 
Allof them replied. The point which I wish 
to make is that while there are doubtless many 
good low priced investment bonds avaliable 
that such bonds as six leading houses without 
consultation unite in recommending, there 
are excellent reasons for giving such bonds 
careful attention when contemplating invest- 
ing. The three or four securities which we 
recommended more than once are 
Philadeiphia & Reading, general mortgage 
4’s at about 91; New York, Chicago & st. 
Louis, Ist mortgage 4’s at about 93; Tennessee 
Coal and Iron, ist mortgage; Birmingham 
Division, 6's at about 98, and West Shore, 
general mortgage, 4’s guaranteed by the New 
York Central at about 105%. There were 
twenty-six other bonds mentioned, but none 
ot them by more than one firm. This is per 
haps the best advice one can get, when 
obliged to depend upon the word of others; 
instead of one’s one judgment.

NATIONAL BANK OF COMMERCE, 


The Old Banking Institution to Change to 
the National Class. 


The importont announcement is made that 
the old Bank of Commerce is about to change 
to a national bank, to be known as the Nation- 
al Bank of Commerce. The date for the 
change has notas yet been fixed, but it has 
been agreed to by the required proportion of 
the stockholders, and the reorganization as a 
national bank will be perfected by January 1

The position of the most expert electrical 
engineer of to-day is very much like that of 
a man who has caught, barnessed and is 
driving a horse in the dark night, which he 
has never seen before. We drive the horse 
nevertheless. 

The only thing that an inventor or experi- 
menter can rely upon is to go ahead and try. 
Twice in five times he wiilsucceed in his en- 
deavor. Three times he will fail, but in those 
very failures he will learn new and valuable 
truths that can be put to use zin other fields. 
Intheiongrun he succeeds, however, and 
carries his idea into execution. 

A good Illustration of this was afforded in 
the famous experiments Edison made in the 
development of his system of électric :lgbt- 
ing. At the outset he thought that fine 
platinum wire would bethe best material 80 
far as incandescence is concerned.

Nearly all our leadmg investigators keep 
scrap books of every fact recorded in the 
newspapers and ~perlodicals of both the 
United States and* Europe concerning this 
Held of science, and asa matter of fact have 
the published account of every accident, in- 
vention and discovery. In my own scrap 
books I have thousands of such clippings 
covering a period of twelve years. Thovgh 
not complete, it is already a library in itself.

At Baretta point, a pretty little cape that 
projects into Long Island Sound or the East 
River just beyond Hell Gate, two men took 
refuge beneath a hugh elm tree during a vio- 
lent thunder storm inthe month of August.

A series of odd accidents is where men and 
beasts have been struck with little or no in- 
jury to themselves but with the greatest dam- 
age to immediate objects. A horse in Ohio 
had his shoes torn up in this way. Over 
twenty human beings have had their clothing 
ripped and torn, their boots split, canes or 
umbrellas shattered which they heid in their 
hands, and boats, wagons and chairs in which 
they were sitting. A man who was out fishing 
in Newark Bay was struck by a heavy bolt and 

INSTANTLY KILLED. 

His body, clothes andthe boat were unin- 
jured, but one of his shoes was badly split 
and the fishing pole was broken off as clear as 
if struck by an axe. Friends who were near 
when the accident occurred declared that 
there was no noise and that the water was not 
even rippled. Yet the force involvgd must 
have been far up in 200 fout tons of energy. 
Of the same class of cases was that of a 
woman in New York State who was carrying a 
metal tea-pot, a chinas cup and saucer and a 
tumblerina wooden salver when she was 
struck by a thunder-bolt. The tea-cup was 
melted, the cup and saucer broken, the 
salver split to pieces, but neither 
the woman nor the tumbler were 
damaged in the least. This meiting of sub- 
stances by lightning is very common. When 
a sand bank or a clay ved is struck there is 
almost always produced a curious figure of 
sand orclay which resembles the bough of a 
tree with branches growing from it at irregu- 
lar intervals and which is composed of sand 
or clay that bas been partially or wholly fused 
by lightning. The unspeakable heat that is 
generated on such occasions may be estimated 
from the fact that only the most powerful 
furnaces in the world can melt sand and that 
no artificial heat yet produced nas even begun 
to soften clay, much less to fuse it. Tyndall, 
the great Kngliah savant, says that the tem- 
perature in these Cases will go as high as 7,000 
degrees Fahrenheit. 

A scientific writer lately said thet an ostrich, 
a seal and a yak could stand in a rainstorm of 
thunderbolts with impunity on account of 
their non-conducting exteriors. While this is 
not strictly true, it well expresses the won- 
dertul protection afforded by nature against 
certain is and dangers.

PROFESSOK AND JUDGE, 


Distinguished Colored Graduates of Harvard 
University. 


From the Boston Globe. 

There is no offical record of colored students 
at Harvard. They are not indicated in the 
catalogue even by a dot. Still, there are a 
good many of them; the shortest way to get a 
list of them would be perhaps to louk through 
the photograph albums of the different 
classes. 

The fret man of the race to matriculate at 
Harvard was Maj, Martin R. Delaney, who en- 


tered the medical school in 1849, after having 
been refused admission to Pennsylvan‘a Uni- 
versity, Jefferson College and other institu- 
tions. His entrance intothe medical school 
made considerable stirin Boston and Cam- 
bridge. 

In 1868 Drs. Charies Nathaniel Miller of 
Rochester, N. I., and Samuel Boyd of Nas- 
sau, W. I., graduated from the school of med- 
icine. Both are dead. Of Dr. Miller it is said 
that Dr. I. G. Bowditch once remarked that he 
was the brightest young man in the school for 
fifteen years. Dr. Miller died in Boston in 
1878. Dr. Boyd practiced in Mobile, Ala., and 
died there about a year ago. 

In 1869 Judge George Lewis Ruffin of Boston 
gradunxted from the law school, and is the first 
colored man to graduate from that depart- 
ment. Practicing law in Boston, be was made 
a Judge by Gov. Benjamin F. Butler. Judge 
Ruffin died about three years ao in this city. 

ln the sau year Dr. Robert T. Freeman of 
Washinuton, D. C., graduated from the dental 
school, the first colored graduate from that 
department. After practicing a few years in 
Washington he died there. 

In 1870. Richard Theodore Greener gradu- 
ated in the academical course, and was the 
first colored man to graduate in that ree. 
He is a lawyer by profession, Secretary e the 
Grant Memorial Monument Association, and is 
living in New York. 

Thissame year Dr. George F. Grant grad- 
uated from the Harvard Dental School. He 
lives at Arlington Heights, but practices in 
Boston. * 

His record is as follows: 

1871-4—Assistantin mechanical department 
of dental school; Librarian of Massachusetts 
Dental Society, two yeurs; Secretary same so- 
clety, one year. 

1875-84--Demonetrator mechanical dentis- 
try. Harvard Dental School. 

1882—President Harvard Dental Alumni As- 
sociation. 

1884-9—Instructor in treatment of cleft 
palate and cognate diseases, Harvard Dental 
School. 

1888—By invitation gave a demonstration in 
the treatment of cleft palate before the British 
Dental Association at their annual meeting 
held at Dublin in August. 

In 1871 Dr. James T. Still of Philadelphia 
graduated from the school of medicine. He 
has since resided in Boston, was a member on 
the school comwitiee from ward 9 from 1874 to 
1877, and has written several books. 

In 1874 Archibaid Grimke of Hyde Park 
graduated from the law school, and is now on 
the Boston Beacon. 

Between the years of 1874 and 1881 there were 
severni colored students in the various de- 

artmente, and as far as can be learned Parker 

ell Bailey of Boston is the only one who 
graduated in the sgvademical course during 
that period, and Dr. Otis F. smith of Cam- 
bridge from the dental school. Thia was in 
1881. Parker N. Bailey is now in the War De- 

artment in Washington. Dr. Otis F. Smith 
s successfully practicing dentistry in Boston. 

In 1882 J. W. Campbell. a Southern man, 
graduated at the law school and died shortly 
after graduution. 

In 1884 Robert Terrell Washingtoo graduated 
in the academical course. He has been a 
teucher in the colored high achool, Wasbing- 
ton, D. O., but was recently appointed Fourth 
United States Auditor. 

In 1889 Henry L. Bailey of Cambridge gradu- 
ated in the acudemical course, He has not yet 
chosen a profession. 

Next year there will probably graduate from 
the School of Medicine Samuel 8. Courtney of 
West Virginia, and from the academical 
course Clement Garret Morgan, the clags ora- 
tot, and W. A. R. Dubois, who has taken a 
Boylston prize.

From Golden Days. 

It you ask almost any one which is 
the highest mouotain in the United 
States east of the Rocky Mountains, 
the reply will be, Mount Washington, in 
New Hampshire. Now if yon will look at 
your atlas you will see the Appalachian chain 
of mountains, which divides North Carolina 


— Tennessee. The average yee of this 
chain exceeds 5,000 feet, and the highest 
peaks are in North Oarolina. 

Mount Washington is 6,285 feet above the 
sea level, but in North Curolina there are 
fourteen mountains of Kreater altitude Their 
names and heights gare as follows: Mount 
Mitchell, 6,717 feet; GOyot’s Peak, or Balsam 
Cone, 6,671; Clinuman’s Dome, 6

Mount Alexander, 6,477; Sugar Loaf, 
6,401; Potato Top, 6,395; Black Knob 2 .

TO CHANGE ENGLISH UNIVERSITIES. 


The Old Institutions Not Keeping Pace With 
the Population. 


From the Pall Mall Gazette. ; 

The cry forthe reorganization ot the ancient 
universities is as yet very weak; but for all 
that, to those who are accustomed to watch 
closely the current of university ſufluence the 
symptoms of a change are marked—symptoms 
which tell against the old fouadations and In 
favor of the new institutions in the Midlands 
and elsewhere. 

Firsta word as to the cost. The annual 


income of Cambridge University is returned 
at rather more than three-tenths of a million 
sterling. It is true that this sum is the gross 
amount and probably does not represent the 
actual total; but seemingly tnere are no other 
figures obDtainabie. For the sake of argument 
let us take the income atthe gross figure. A 
simpie sum shows that the (say) 800 graduates 
who are annually turned out cost the univer- 
sity something like £380 apiece. It must be 
borne in mind that this sum does not repre- 
sent the entire cost of each man’s education. 
Far from it. Each man bas to pay stiffly for 
all 8 he receives, and does not get 
anvthing for nothing. The cost to himself 
for he course will amount, at the lowest esti- 
mate, to £400, more frequently to £600, and not 
infrequently to £800. Thus it will be seen that 
each man's education costs the Individual 
about £500 and the university about £380. Of 
the latter a portion, but not exceeding a 
quarter, may be common to botn amounts, 
but there is no means of ascertaining 
the sum with exactitude, In any case 
it would not exceed 490. Let us take 
it at that figure, and we have a 
combined amount of £790. An expensive ar- 
ticle, truly! But no one could fairly complain 
if ther sult were at all commensurate with 
the cost. Butis it? From a comparison of 
the swelling returns of entries at modern in- 
stitutions one is inclined to answer No.“ 

From the decreasing number of ancient uni- 
versity men one notices in the House of Com- 
mons, and the increasing number of moderna 
university men one observes at the bar, one is 
led to the sameconciusion. It is only with re- 
gard tothe clergy that something like asta- 
tionary point has been obtained; but competi- 
tion affects this class less than any other, 
owing to its minimum standard of age. So far 
then, it would seem that the ancient universi- 
ties are losing ground umong public men; but 
can the same be said of the rank and flie“ Les, 
for here the proof is even clearer. While the 
population of the United Kingdom is advanc- 
ing at a decennial rate of about l4per cent, the 
anclent universities, ifthey were in a healthy 
state, would advance pro rata with the in- 
crease of population. So far, however, from 
holding their own, they are not even station- 
ary, but falling back. At least this is truth 
with regard to Cambridge. Take the number 
of entries for the last few years. For the year 
ending June, 1887, they amounted to 1,012; for 
the year ending June, 1888, to 967; for the year 
ending June, 1889, to 941, and for the present 
year, ifthe testimony of tutors is to be cred- 
ited, the entries willshow astill further fall- 
mg, Swear.

ingid age the grandson of that man whose 
name is dear to every dweller in the West is 
enduring, and Mr. Cunningham adds to 
it an interesting sketch of the thrilling 
bistory of that wonderful family and an ap- 
peal for aid for the poor old man. 

The letter stated that Col. John Boone, & 
grandson of Daniel Boone, is now living near 
Sulphur Springs, Ark., in extreme poverty 
and heisincapable ofearning his living be- 
cause of his sickness and the infirmities of 
age. Heisa well educated man and once 
was wealthy, but misfortune robbed him of 
his money- and age of his ability to support 
himself. 

THE ROONE FAMILY. 

Mr. Cunningham accompanies the letter 
with the following sketch of the Boone family. 

‘*Every reading person knows something of 
Daniel Boone, who built Boonesboro, the first 
fort in Kentucky; was a noted Indian fighter; 


was several months a prisoner g#reng the In. 
dians in Ohio, but escaped and reached 


| Boonesboro in time to save it from capture by 
| a large force of Ohio Indians. 


FRESH prairie chickens, pheasants, quail, | 


‘*Daniel Boone emigrated to Missouri in 1798, 
when it was part of the kingdom of Spain, 
built a cabin in what is now St. Charles 
County, and betame Commandant of the 
Femme Osage ‘District, a sort of Squire 
over the few American residents there. 

NATHAN BOONE AN EXPLORER. 

„His youthful son Nathan, with bis 17-year- 
old wife fromthe région of lgxington, Ky., 
soon joined his parents and found a home in 
their bumble cabin. Nathan Boone, like his 
father, was a mighty hunter and explorer, 
and ranged with his. father extensively over 
the wild wood and prairie piainsof ‘New 
Spain.’ He often made long excursions alone, 
going vorth as far as Iowa, west to Kansas 
and south to Arkansas, Once, in West 
Missouri, Nathan fell into the hands 
of ‘White Cap’ Osage Indians, who 
stripped him, tied him to a tree 
and whipped him with switches until his 
back was scarred and bloody and his person 
bore the marks of his scourging all through 
life. His garments, gun, knife and tomahawk 
were confiscated and he wasturned loose in 
mid-winter to care for himself. He would 
have frozen to death but for /a refuge he soon 
found in the wigwam of a ‘Good Samaritan’ 
savage, whocared for him until he was abie 
to travel and then gave bim a blanket and in 
that gard he reached his home. 

Nathan soon after entered with his wife a 
neighboring abandoned cabin, commenced 
opening a farm near his father’s tract and be- 
cume a prosperous faremr. 

BECOMES A SOLDIER. 

In the war of 1812, he became a captain of 
Missouri volunteers to guard against the In- 
dlans in that territory. His experience as a 
soldier inspired him with a desire for military 
life and he was fortbirty-nine years a United 
States army officer. He attained the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel of Cavalry, and with his 
troops, ranged over the plains of Kansas and 
Nebraska, looking after the Indian _ tribes 
there. He was commondant at one time at 
Fort Scott, and at another time at Fort Leav- 
enworth in Kaneas. His family made their 
home on the farm in St. Churles County, Mo., 
where he bullt for them a bstantial two- 
story stone mansion. He occasionally visited 
them, and sometimes his wife and other mem- 
bers of the family visited him—boata’on the 
Missour!l River affording transportation to 
Fort Leavenworth. 

„The family were prosperous, but by be- 
coming security for frleuds be lost his farm 
and settled his family in the wilderness of 
Soutuwest Missouri in the county in which 
the city of Springfield is located, where he 
lived a few years as a retired officer and where 
he and his wife died prior to 1860. 

REVERED THE OLD CABIN. 

Nathan Boone revered the cabin of his 
father inthe wilderness, tore it down and 
reconstructed itin the rear of his stone man- 
sion asa play- house for his children. It is 
— standing and is the oldest American build- 

ng west the Mississippi River, but it is 
now used for the ignoble purpose of a pig pen 
by u German famliy. 

‘*Daniel Boone died in a front room of 
Nathan’s house in 1820. Ile and his wife were 
buried a few miles away, side by side, but in 
1845 their remains were removed to Frankfort, 
Ky., by order of the Legislature of that State, 
and were reinterred with great ceremony in 
the State Cemetery, when], a youth of 21, had 
the honor of casting a shovel of dirt into their 
grave. 

. DANIEL’S CANE. 

„The Nathan Boone mansion became the 
home of Mr. Johnson who Yeared a family 
there. ‘They fall beirs to some relics.of Daniel 
Boone, ‘one of which was his cane witha 
curiously wrought head, which served as a 
place of repose for the old man’s forehead, 
while his hands grasped it from below, 
and thus he would sit with bowed head 
for hours indulging in memories of the thrill 
ing incidents in his eventful life, not unmin- 
gied with some feeling of a sense of wrong, 
suffered by Lim in the loss of lands rightfully 
his, but wrenched from him through legal 
technicalities by remorseless land sharks in 


Kentucky. 


One of Mr. Jonnson'e daughters was born 
in the Boone mansion; there she was reared, 
was daliy in the room where the old pioneer 
died and used the Spanish cabin fora play 
house. Lately her father died, more than 90 

ears old, and she inherited the cane of Daniel

THE UNITED ELEVATOR CO, 


Reports of a Gould Purchase Generally 
Discredited. 


If the stock of the United Elevator Co. 1a to 
be purchased by Jay Gould it will be very 
muchof a surprise to most of the stock- 
hoiders of the company. A report was 


in circulation yesterday afternoon that Mr. 
Gould had obtained an option on all the ele- 
vators composing the United Elevator Co., 
and had offered to put up 350,000 as a 
guarantee. ‘ihe elevator company has 25,000 
shares of stock, of the par value of $100, and it 
wus for ‘a majority of this that Mr. Gould 
wus aid to be bidding, offering $80 a 
shure. At this rate 13,000 shares, a little more 
than halt, would cost $1,010,000, a consider- 
ably larger price than was paid, 
the cost value of the stock 
being about $62. Included in the property is 
a large system of switches and those who 
credit this report believe that the railroad 
franchises are as important a consideration 
to the great railroad maguate as the elevators 
themselves. 

There are many, however, and those most 
closely connected with the elevator com- 
panies and Mr. Gould, who assert their 
conviction that there is nothing whatever 
intherumor. Few men stand closer to Mr. 
Gould iu this city than Henry C. Haarstick, 
and that gentieman not only declares 
that he knows notiiing about the matter. 
but also says that if anything ot the kind was 
on foot be would be almost certain to be in- 
formed of It. 

Web M. Samuel, in conversation with a 
friend, said that there were parties anxious to 
receive control of the elevators in case 
the present negotiations, fell through, 
and that $50,000 had been offered to bind the 
bargain in case the option now out was not 
accepted. This offer was made in a letter to 
G. Larimore and came from Milwaukee, but 
there was nothing to indicate that Mr. Gould 
was behind it. As far as could de 
learned on Change there was no proof, 
and no reasonable ground for the belief 
that Gould was desirous of purchasing the 
stock of the St. Louis elevators. The 
fact that the stock was for sale 
at prices between $65 and $70 a share 
was considered as proof positive that Gould 
was not anxious to obtain the privilege of 
purchasing itat $8and but little credit was 
given to the rumor.
